Supports Cyrus Woods 
5 for I. C. C. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 14. — (FP) — 
Confirmation of Cyrus Woods of Penn- 
syivania, millionaire paymaster of the 
millions spent by the Mellon machine 
in the Pepper senatorial primary last 
spring, to be a member of the inter- 
State commerce commission, is back- 
ed by John L. Lewis, president of the 
United Mine Workers of America, 

This disclosure was made before 
the senate committee on interstate 
commerce, Jan. 11, when Sen. Dan 
Steck, democrat, and Senator-elect 
-Brookhart, progressive republican, of 
lowa, faced each other on the issue 
of Steck’s charge-that Brookhart was 
a “paid lobbyist” for Woods’ confirma- 
tion. Steck had not made the direct 
charge; he made public a statement 
that it was “rumored that” Brookhart 
Was so engaged. For 4 senator-elect 
to take money for any such action 
would subject him to egj@ision, and 
Steck was summoned to make good 
bis attack. He withdrew it, after some 
evasive answers to questions. 


Lewis Supported. 

Then a press dispatch and two tele- 
grams from lowa were read, showing 
that John L. Lewis of the U. M. W. 
of A. had urged lowa labor men and 
their friends to endorse Woods. J. C. 
Lewis, president of the State Federa- 
tion of Labor and a close friend of 
Brookhart, had taken action accord- 
ingly. He asserted that this was 
done without consulting Brookhart. 
The latter told the committee he had 
not endorsed Woods and had not been 
paid to work for any action of an; 
kind in Washington.

John L. Lewis action is explained 
by the fact that Woods is a Mellon 
man, fighting the freight rate advant- 
ages, given thus far to the West Vir- 
ginia, Kentucky and Virginia coal 
elds, which happen to be non-union.

us. Lewis seeks to maintain 
ne jobs of union coal diggers in 
Pennsylvania by helping Mellon to re- 
duce the freight rate handicap of 
Pennsylvania as against West Vir- 
pia.

Political Implications. 

Gossip as to the political implica- 
tions of the trial is floating around in 
Detroit and Washington. Much of it 
has to do with a “memorandum” sent 
by an undisclosed outside party to the 
internal revenue bureau in 1922 relat- 
ing to the sale of the Ford stock in 
1919. It suggested the line of action 
the treasury department has taken. 
This “memorandum” dates back to the 
Fotd-Newberry contest for the sena- 
torship of Michigan in 1922, It was 
during this struggle or immediately 
after that the mysterious memoran- 
dum appeared in the treasury depart- 
ment. The question now arises, as 
Senator Couzens asked on the floor 
of the senate some time ago why this 
memorandum was held up between 
1922 and 1925 when the treasury de- 
partment’ suddenly discovered the old 
“irregularity.” — 

This trial has many lessons for the 
watchful worker who can dig out its 
economic and political implications.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—Farm re- 
lief forces began today to wind up 
the prelimifiariés of their drive for 
legislation, with prospects that the 
battle will be raging on the entire 
congressional front within two weeks.

Consideration of the bill 
is scheduled for tomorrow, with a 
strong probability that @ vote will be 
reached within a few days. 

Senator MeNary (R) of Oregon, an- 
nounced that the senate agriculture 
committee of which he is chairman 
will begin hearings on his own Dill 
late in the week. 

Under the present plans of farm 
relief leaders, the fight for legislation 
will be condticted in both houses of 
congress at the same time. 

Equalization Fee Stumbling Block. 

The entire present fight, it is gen- 
erally admitted, hinges upon the ap- 
plication of an equalization fee to 
meet losses Which would be incurred 
in the sale of products abroad at low- 
er prices than are paid by American 
consumers, Southern senators and 
congressmen have shown no disposi. 
tion to yield to insistence that this 
fee be applied to cotton, as well as to 
wheat, corn and hogs.

The United States viciously resents open discussions be- 
cause it dare not permit the enormity of its crimes and the 
malignancy of new conspiracies on foot against all of Central and 
South American becoming general knowledge. 

While the proposal of the Salvadorean delegation indicates 
opposition to American imperialism, it is insufficient so log as 
the proposal for a union of the countries to the south inęlüdes 
the United States. The only effective form of organization to, com- 
bat imperialism is not one that includes the imperialist power. 
Such an organization should not be organized for joint action 
with the United States, but a union of republics in an anti-im- 
perialist bloc against the United States. If the governments: of 
the southern republics will not engage in the creation of this his- 


a torically necessary weapon of defense the masses of workers 
and peasants of those republics should replace them with gov-

ernments that will fight against the despoiling of their land and 
the enslavement of their populations.
